‘ET IS with & good deal of pride that the Western 
Globe presents this week its Hospital Supple- 
ment, setting forth the efforts and organization 
which resulted in the erection of the néw Lacombe 
and District Cemmunity Hospital. 

Since the new Hospital was first contem- 
plated many months ago by those who both saw 
and felt the need for such an institution, there 
have been many temporary: setbacks to their ef- 
forts; indeed there were times when the possi- 
bility of the Town and District ever being able to 
érect such a structure almost faded into the dis- 

‘However, the officials of the Municipal Dis- 
trict of Crown, the Towii of Lacombe and the 
large majority of the citizens, knowing the need 
for modern hospitalization, never faltered in their 
‘efforts, and with dogged perseverance, overcame 
all of the temporary obstacles, It will be with 
a great deal of satisfaction that they attend the 
ceremonies on Wednesday, December 15, when the 
Provincial Minister of Health, or his Deputy, 
officially declares the~ Hospital open. 

The building will also stand as a monument 
to co-operative enterprise, for without the full 


those of the Municipal District of Crown, the hos- 
pital could not haye been built, for neither of the 
two municipal bodies (as an individual group) 
could have financed the project. 


The Hospital building itself is a work well 
done. It stands as a credit to the Hospital Board, 
to the architect and to very workman engaged in 
its erection. : 


Much ‘credit is also due to the Hospital Ladies’ 
Aid and various groups of women throughout the 
District, who by persistent hard work have suc- 
ceeded in providing, free of cost to the Hospital 
Board, a splendid supply of linen for the new 
institution. — 

Of the future which ties before the Hospital, 
we think it may be safely said that if the same 
community support and patronage is given to the 
Hospital as we have witnessed in the months pre- 
ceding its opening, the success of the Hospital 
‘seems reasonably assured. 


The whole enterprise is a splendid example 
of what co-operative effort can accomplish.

There would be, no extra salespeople ne- 
cessary, some industrfés would be entirely wiped 
out)the Joss in reyenue through the ‘sale of 
stamps would be cdlossal.” The greatest loss, 
however,. to the British Empire would ‘be the 
loss of personal contact. between the Mother 
Land: and her’ colonies.. While this great. ex- 
change of love and goodwill exists, talk of seces- 
sion is so much hot air, talk of’ linking up with 
the United States so much rubbish. How often 
do you hear it reiterated that should 
ain be compelled to go to war, her Dominions 
would not be compelled to help her, nor would: 
they do so, according to some. Can one imagine, 
that while this great bond exists, that»Great Brit- 
ain need ever fear that her sons and daughters 
would not come to ‘her assistance, if necesary. 
Those inhabiting the British colonies are made 
of good stuff, . Otherwise those who pioneered 
this West, for instance, would never have stuck 
it out. Gone are days when the wasters were 
sent to people the colonies, so that they should 
not disgrace the family name at home. Early 
in colonial history it was realized that men and 
women of fine character and stamina were re- 
quired if these vast territories were to be con- 
verted into worthwhile British possessions. Now 
it is these self-same colonies that form a splendid 
crown on Britannia’s brow. It is the very cal- 
ibre of these pioneers that holds the Empire 
together, their inherent loyalty and stability that 
compels this interchange at Christmas, that is in- 
directly so valuable. They do not alter, and they 
inculcate in their children a love of home that 
will not easily be laid. aside, As long as these 
bonds of home exist the British Empire is safe. 


I often feel, thotigh, that the pioneering work 
that is being done in various countries all over 
the world is not fully appreciated by the inhabi- 


tants of the Mother Country. The effects or fy 


defects of the pioneer are praised or condemned 
many years later by history. The pioneer him- 
self has to travel his road alone, as best he can,

During the last year, a very well-known Brit- 


ish millionaire has given away millions of pounds Pp 


sterling to build a college and endow it to found 
scholarships and various like worthy projects. I 
believe a very worthy object might well be the 
pioneer! Why not endow a fund whereby a few 
settlers and their families, each year, might get 
a chance to visit the Old Country. What vistas 
are conjured up of a better understanding, 
brought about by a constant interchange of the 
viewpoints of overseas representatives and their 
stay-at-home friends. Many a girl or boy has 
left a good home, and come to this country with- 
out realizing how much they would have to give 
up and go without. Very soon they are faced 
with the kuowledge that however hard they 
work they will never see their loved ones again 
(unless there is a war). Fantastic as this. scheme 
might seem to some, it could perhaps give to 
many the happiness of anticipation, that some- 
time, maybe, they might get the coveted chance 
of a trip home: 


Colonists are allright when they are supply- 
ing the needs of the Empire. What happened 
during the war? Great Britain wanted Can- 
ada’s wheat, and $2.40 was paid for that wheat, 
while there was a war on. A wheat Board was 
instituted so that the flow of wheat should be 
properly regulated. When the dire needs of a 
nation in distress, living under constant threat of 
a cutting -off of. its food supplies through the 
submarine blockade, were satisfied, the Wheat 
Board was done away with, and the Western 
farmer was once more committed to the mercy 
of the so-called “law of supply and demand.” 
The war ended, wheat dropped to 60 cents a 
bushel. Canadian wheat was no Jonger needed, 
Argentine was cheaper. The Canadian dead, 
60,000 of them, what mattered they? They haw 
served their purpose. Those who got throug:. 
the war, paid $2.00 and over for their seed, and 
received 60 cents for their crop. 


Why shouldn’t the colonist be worth endow- 
ing? Surely they are as worthy the millionaire’s 
benevolence as a dogs’ home or a new college. 
The trail blazer asks and expects no reward, but 
his work is of direct benefit to many and should 
be so recognized during his lifetime. He walks 
alone, and makes his ~way unaided, but in times 
of need he must be prepared to help his Empire, 
and give his life, if necessary, in a hundred 
years, perhaps, he will appear, with thousands 
of others, in history hooks, as good colonists who 
tilled Alberta’s soil in the twentieth century.

Tourists in Canada and the 
United States will spend well 
over a billion dollars in 1937 for 
gasoline, oil, repairs and garag- 
ing. 

This forecast is based on fig- 
ures supplied by the automobile 
associations. The American Auto- 
mobile Association, for. instance, 
estimates that $850,000,000 was 
spent in these commodities in 
1936 and reports are that the 
“crop” of tourists this year is ex- 
ceeding that of 1936 by 10 to 30 
per cent.

|efforts to improve the quality 
of her wheat, She hopes eventu- 
ally to offer on World markets 
qualities equal to Manitoba No. 1 
and No. 2 Northern! 

As a first step, news dispatches 
tell us, the Argentine has estab- 
lished a grain office in London, 
not for marketing wheat, but to 
find out which varieties that can 
be grown in the Argentine, will 
hest please British and European 
milers, 

It is then the intention of the 
Government to arrange for the 
growing of large quantities’ of 
pedigreed seed of the selected va- 
rieties, to offer this high class 
seed to farmers at reasonable 
vrices, and to induce them to use 
in each district, a recommended 
variety only. 

The Argentine evidently simply 
intends .ta adopt the identical 
methods Canada has been success- 

fully using for over 30 years. 
Nevertheless, this new threat to 
Canada’s wheat superiority must 
be taken seriously. ‘We cannot 
afford to rest on our laurels, 
Canada, however, can retain the 
leadership in wheat quality she 
now enjoys provided our farmers 


htt contained in the Lesson- 


will put forth stil further efforts 
hy using only good seed of re- 
commended varieties, 

The “Crop Testing Plan” re- 
sults reveal that 40 per cent of 
our farmers are not growing re-

Miss L. Chisholm, a Lacombe girl and a 
member of the regular nursing staff gradu- 
ated from the University Hospital, Edmon- 
ton, in August, 1931, and has had six years 
practical nursing in the Lacombe Generaa 
Hospital since that time.

Old Hospital Board 
Started New Venture 


The building of the new Lacombe and 
District Community hospital was first mooted 
on March 23, 1937, when a delegation con- 
sisting of Mr. A, M. Campbell, chairman of 
the old board, nd Messrs. G. T. Jack- 


son, F. E. McLeod and Dr. E. M. Sharpe ap- 


peared before a joint meeting of the councils 
of the Town of Lacombe and the Municipal 


District of Crown, which has been especi- - 


aly called at the suggestion of Mayor E. H. 
Jones. The delegation offered to turn over 
the entire assets of the present hospital to 
the councils cogee if they would unite 
in a proposal to erect a hospital of not less 
than 25 bed capacity-—the old hospital hav- 
ing long since become inadequate to serve 
the needs demanded of it by the residents of 
the community. =~ 

The assets listed by the. hospital were 
shown to be $20,324.23, including cash on 
hand, bonds, acounts receivable and an es- 
timated assessment of. the equipment, build- 
ing; nurses’ home ‘and site. This offer was 
made on behalf of the board of the old hos- 
pital consisting of the following public- 
spirited citizens: Chairman, A. M. Campbell, 
Secretary and Member, Jesse Fraser; Mem- 
bers, G. T. Jackson, F. E, McLeod, W. I. 
Hynes, M.D., E. M. Sharpe, M.D. (one of the 
original incorporators); Mrs. W. N. Mor- 
rison; Mrs. John Gilmour and Mrs. G. J. 
Doherty. 

Mr. J. S. McCormick presided at the meet- 
ing on March 23 of the joint councils. _At 
this meeting, Mayor E, H. Jones moved that 
committee of three from each council be ap- 
pointed to go into the question of costs, fin- 
ancing, site, legal formalities and any other 
matters connected with the construction of 
a community hospital and bring in a report 
to the joint councils, a meeting of which 
would be called for April 6, 1937. The fol- 
lowing members were selected for the com- 
mittee: Councillors P. C. Owen, T. Wilkes 
and W. Avery, representing the Town of

Plebiscites Held In 
Two Municipalities 


Two plebiscites were called, one in the 
Town ‘of Lacombe and the other in the Muni- 
cipal District of Crown, in which the voters 
were called upon to express their opinion 
on a by-law empowering the Town of La- 
combe and the Municipal District of Crown 
to raise moneys by way of debenture in the 
amount of $30,000, such sum to be expended 
on the.erection of a new hospital. 

The plebiscite held in Lacombe on May 21 


registered strong approval for the project. 


when the proprietary electors voted 148 to 
17 in favor-of the by-law. The vote held in 
the Municipal District of Crown also showed 
favor for the construction of a hospital, the 
Municipality’s by-law passing by a vote of 
334 for to 111 against. 

With the sanction of the‘residents of the 
two municipalities, the councils met and 
elected the Hospital Board, whose duties it 
would be to look after all matters pertain- 
ing to the erection of the hospital, the fur- 
nishings, and in fact, whose control on’ all 
hospital jmatters would be absolute. Ac- 
cordingly the Board was elected as follows: 
Q. W. Hueppelehuser, chairman; W. Park- 
erand, A. Hall, councillors of the Municipal 
District of Crown and P. €. Owen, vice- 
chairman, and W. Avery of the Town of 
Lacombe Council. 

These men immediately went to work and 
hired the services of Architect M. C. Dewar, 
of Edmonton, who submitted plans which 
were closely scrutinized by the Hospital 
Board, After minor adjustments had been 
made, tenders for actual building were 
called for, and the bid of the Poole Con- 
struction Company of Edmonton, was ac- 
cepted, calling for an expenditure of 
$27,788. 

Meanwhile the Hospital Board was having 
trouble obtaining ratification of the by-law 
passed by the residents of the two districts 
from the Provineial Legislature. After con- 
siderable difficulty and seemingly over- 
whelming obstacles, the Board received

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New Building 
Is Built In ’ 
Shape of “‘T’’ 


The new hospital is designed on what is 
known as the bungalow style, one floor and 
one basement. The plan of the hospital is in 
the form of a “T” to facilitate future exten- 
sions and efficient administration. One wing 
of the “T” is given over entirely to the Op- 
erating suite, which includes Operating and 
Sterilizing rooms, Case Room, X-Ray Room, 
Doctor’s Scrub-up and. Rest Rooms, Staff 


toilet facilities and also the nursery. The _ 


other two wings are for Men’s and Women’s 
Wards. Each patient wing includes a sun 
room, a four-bed. public ward, two semi- 
private wards, two private wards and pa- 
tient toilet facilities. 

In the center of the building is located 
the administration rooms, consisting of a 
secretary's office, public waiting room, the 
board room, chart room, diet kitchen, the 
nurses’ utility rooms, linen and other stor- 
age rooms and the main entrance. 

Each wing is a separate and private 
unit radiating from the administration group 
and by this arrangement the wings can be 
extended to provide additional facilities or 
patient room.

In the basement is located the isolation - 


suite and additional patient rooms, storage 
rooms, laundry, main kitchen, staff dining 
room, laboratory, boiler room, kitchen and 
laundry helps’ quarters and the caretaker’s 
room. 

From the middle of the “T” upstairs, 
the nurse can see the signal of any patient 
in the hospital through the signal system, 
which is described to greater length else- 
where in this section. 

Provision has been made for the instal- 
lation in the future of separate air-condi- 
tioning systems for the main building and 
operating room; for obvious reasons, the 
air-conditioning of the operating room 
would be conducted by a system of its own. 

The windows of the hospital are double 
glazed for air conditioning and they are 
weather stripped with. bronze . metal; no 
storm. sash is required. ‘The entire building 
is ‘insulated and built similar to the con- 
struetion of an ice box. The lighting fix- 
tures in the corridors are provided with 
night lights which will enable the nurses 
to walk through the corridors but will not 
disturb patients when ward doors are open. 

All doors have flush metal trim, elimi- 
nating dust gathering ledges. The main 
floors are the slab type, equipped with lever 
handles on the locks to enable the nurse 
carrying a tray to open the decor with her 
elbow. 


Basement Wards Well 
Constructed and Furnished 


Basement wards in the present hospital 
are carefully built with a view to keeping 
them positively dry. So successful have the 
builders been in this regard that it is claimed 
the moisture content in the air on the first 
floor will be practically the same as in. tie 
basement wards, 


. L. GC. Jensen was appointed caretaker 
of the new Hospital by the present Board, 
He is the engineer in charge of the entire 
building and is responsible for the cleanli- 
ness of the institution.

Hospitalization ‘in Lacombe district from the time of the build- 
ing of the Calgary ‘and Edmonton Railway in 1892 until 1907 was 
carried on in private homes, hotels or immigration sheds os cir- 
cumstances warranted, and no one was refused pa in ' relieving 
suffering. 

In the year 1907, there appears in the Statute. Books of the 
Province of Alberta a Bill to incorporate “The Lacombe General 
Hospital of Lacombe,” which was assented to on March 15 of that 
year. The names of the public spirited citizens of Lacombe who 
were identified with the incorporation of the first hospital in this 
district are Henry Moorehouse Trimble, William Norman Morrison, 
Andrew Urquhart, Everett K. Strathy, Wm. Frranklin Puffer, John 
McKenty, William Burris, William John Simpson, M.D,, and Edward 
Montrose Sharpe, M.D. 

“These men, in addition to sub- » 
scribing their names to the en 
ticles of incorporation, .gave of 
their time and means to finance 
the building of the first hospital 
in be. Particular tribute is 
also given to Mrs. William Bur-

ris, Sr. wife of one of the origi- 


pal incorporators and - pioneers 
of the district, whose untiring ef- 
forts in the cause of furnishing: 
equipment for the newly-construc- 
ted institution will long be remem- 
bered and appreciated by the resi- 
dents of this community. Her life 
has been devoted to the work of 
alleviating suffering among her 
fellow beings. At time of writ- 
ing this history, Mrs. Burris, now 
over 70 years of age, is vitally 
interested in social weflare. 


Mention should also be made 
here of the young physician who 
attended the first patient in the 
original hospital in 1907. Lately 
graduated from McGill University 
and a hative of Prince Edward 
Island, Dr. W. T. Hynes had hung 
out his shingle in Lacombe in 
the fall of 1905, and has contin- 
ued to praétice his profession in 
the district ever since. 


The original Board and their 
successors have ¢arried on through 
the years and have added to the 
old structure as well as providing 
a Nurses’ home. The operation 
of the hospital has been in cap- 
able hands and at the end of the 
Year 1936"showed" assets Of over 
$20,000 in buildings, equipment 
and cash.

Doctors Had Difficult 
Times In Early Days 


Previous to-the ‘turn of the cen- 
tury, little attempt was made to 
provide ‘hospitalization fo. the 
residents of Lacombe and district. 
At that time midwives were plen- 
ty ‘and doctors. few. ‘Cases "re- 
quiring surgical attention: were 
sent to Calgary or to Edmonton, 
where the Roman Catholic sisters 
maintained hospitals for the care 
of the resident and rural sick. 
The population was sparsely set- 
tled over a large area and doctors 
were frequently called upon to 
travel long distances by team, 


O. W. Hueppelheuser ‘is chair- sometimes requiring days as hors- 


es could not be relied upon to 
cover more than 60 miles per day 
over trails that: were tortuous 
and streams that were bridgeless. 

In these days of modern trans- 
portation over paved roads by 
automobile upon which long dis- 
tances may he traversed in a 
single hour that would, in the ear- 
ly settlement of the Lacombe dis- 
trict occupy a whole day of diffi- 
cult travel, we may well offer a 
stirring tribute to medical men 
of the 90's, whose lives were de- 
voted to the cause of relief from 
suffering among their fellow men. 
Among these. pioneers we may 
mention Dr. H_.J. Richardson, who 
practiced in Lacombe from 1894 
to 1896; Dr. E. M. Sharpe, 1896; 
Dr. W. J. Simpson, 1898; Dr. Wit- 
liam T. Hines, 1905; Dr. F. Dean 
Locke, 1923 and Dr. Edith G. 
Hamilton, 1932.. With the ex- 
exception of Dr. Richardson and 
Dr. Simpson, who is now a resi- 
dent of Millet, all are’ still active 
in practice in Lacombe. 


Tile Work In 
Hospital Laid 
By Edmonton Firm 


Tiling, mosaic and_ terrazzo 
work done in the hospital was 
contracted for by the Empire 
Marble and Tile Co., Ltd., of Ed- 
monton. This tiling work ap- 
pears in the operating room, the 
sterilization room and the lavora- 
tories throughout the new hospi- 
tal. Sanitary, clean and attrac- 
tive looking, this tile work is a 
distinct asset to the building. 
The tile is perfectly dust proof, 
and well laid by the members of 
the contractor’s staff. 

Black and white compose the 
color scheme for tiling through- 
out, this coloring effect combining 
as it does, cleanliness and sanita- 
tion. The durability pf this tile 
work is a by-word among those 
that know. It does not get shab- 
by with wear, nor does sunlight 
affect the colors in any way. 
Greases or oils will not stain the 
tile, and countless scrubbings will 
not wear off the surface.

different color lamps are used in 
the system. An orange lamp is 
the color for any call from the 
operating wing, the red for the 


women's wing, white for the} 


men’s wing, and the basement 
wards flash on a blue-green 
lamp. 

The nurse, in looking at the 
signal box, can, in this way im- 
mediately tell from which part 
of the hospital the call came, 
Outside all ward doors is located 
a red light from the ceiling, 
which designates the particular 
ward from which the call ema- 
nated. 


Every precaution has been 
taken to place the signal box in 
the most conspicuous place, so 
that calls may be answered with 
the deast possible delay. 

The signal system thus installed 
is recognized in all parts of the 
country as the outstanding call 
system, The old bells, while 
satisfactory, were not nearly as 
efficient, the greatest fault of this 
system, perhaps, being the jangle 


of the bells, plainly discernible |. 


in all parts of the hospital and 
most irritating to patients. 


Frigidaire 
Refrigeration 
Units Used 


Refrigeration in the new hos- 
pital was installed by Frigidaire 
through their Edmonton agents, 
Bruce. Robinson Electric Com- 
pany. The refrigerating system 
calls for two units, a walk-in box 
in the main kitchen in the base- 
ment and a household unit in the 
diet kitchen. Both units are op- 
erated by one motor just inside 
the basement entrance. — Silent 
operation and non-poisonous gas 
are the two outstanding points 
regarding the operation of the 
new frigidaire. — 

The walk-in box is prepared 
for storing all kinds of meats, 
vegetables, milk, etc., and will be 
kept at a temperature of ap- 
proximately 38 degrees, The 
household unit’ will supply ice 
for the hospital, and any tem- 
perature desired can be obtained 
through the operation of a freez- 
ing control dial. : 

The new Frigidaire equipment 
uses the so-called “flowing Cold,” 
and it is claimed by the makers 
that operating costs are reduced 
by as much as 24 per cent by the 
use of this fluid. 


BOARD ROOM MAY 
BE USED AS WARD 


An additional ward can be used 
in the new hospital by the con- 
version of the Board Room into 
a patient’s room.

Dustless Ceilings . 
And walls in hospital 


Modern science has laid down 
several “don’ts” for the construc- 
tion of up-to-date hospitals. One 
of these, and perhaps the most 
important is “no dust collecting 
on baseboards, door jambs or 
fancy that was so popular among 
builders at the turn of the cen- 
tury.” The Hospital Board has 
watched this point carefully in 
the erection of the new hospital. 
The walls and ceilings meet in a 
slight curve, doing away with the 
skirting. All the doors of the 
wards are of one piece slab hard- 
wood, eliminating the dust col- 
lecting panel door. The base 
boards are almost entirely’ done 
away with, a narrow, plain wood 
slab, as non-dust collecting as 
posible, taking the place of the 
curved fancy baseboard of ear- 
lier days. 


Millwork Done 
By W. H. Cushing 


MilJwork for the new hospital 
was done by W. H. Cushing, Ltd., 
who owns and operates large 
millwork mills in Edmonton and 
Calgary. W. H. Cushing, the 
founder of the company, is an 
old timer in the West, having ar- 
rived in Calgary in June, 1883. 
Starting immediately in the wood 
business, Mr, Cushing rose until, 
by 1914, he had erected and was 
operating plants in Edmonton, 
Regina and Saskatoon.

Units Installed 


Refrigeration in the new insti- 
tution is brought down to a fine 
point with two individual. units, 
a walk-in box in the main kitchen 
in the basement and a domestic 
unit in the. diet kitchen on the 
main floor, Both cooling boxes 
ire run from the same motor situ- 
ated downstairs. 


The walk-in box, roughly meas- 
uring five feet by seven, has a 
large capacity for the storage of 
meats, vegetables and milk. A 
fan is placed inside the box to in- 
sure a proper circulation of the 
cool air. It is lighted with dual 
lights, an ordinary electric: light 
inside the box and a red light 
outside, so that the person using 
the box can see from the outside 
whether the light is: on in- 
side. 

The domestic unit upstairs is a 
large, ordinary electric refriger- 
ator with a large capacity. This 
unit will be the ice-making ma- 
chine. It is equipped with a tem- 
perature changing dial so that 
any desired temperature may be 
kept even.

The X-ray machine is the most 
up-to-date that money can buy, 
It is not solely manufactured for 
the taking of X-ray plates only, 
but is glso capable of fulfilling 
the duties of a fleuroscopic ma- 
chine. It is designed to take pic- 
tures from any angle, whether 
the patient is standing, sitting or 
lying. Through this fleuroscopic 
combination, action of the various 
organs of the patient can be 
watched. No plates whatever-are 
taken. The X-ray machine photo- 
graphs a “still” of the part of the 
patient’s anatomy the doctor 
wishes to check. 

Fool-proof in design, the X-ray 
machiné is built. for safety. In 
the past these machines have 
been known to burn patients sub- 
jected to the X-ray, but in this 
machine, all danger of burns is 
entirely eliminated.

Patients 
will pot be disturbed by cries of 
babies with the sound-proofing 
materials used being approximate- 
ly 90 per cent proof against 
sound. Situated to the left of the 
main doorway, just outside the 
operating wing, the nursery, al- 
though small, is as well equipped 
as any nursery in the province. 

Two large windows, on which 
special-care was taken to entirely 
eliminate drafts, provide ample 
light. The color scheme here is 
the same as the rest of the hospi- 
tal, with maple hardwood floors, 
the walls in white and the wood- 
work finished in blue-gray, the 
ceiling being of a special sound- 
absorbing material, is a deep 
cream, and is finished with a 
rough surface. 


Green being by scientific ex- 
periments the easiest color on the 
eyes, this color has been selected 
for the window shades of the new 
hospital,

The 
electric switch works one way 
only, and has to be pushed back 
into place, so that the patient’s 
signal will stay on until the nurse 
has attended the call.

The low 
pressure boiler, the larger of the 
two, is equipped with a Coutts’ 
automatic stoker, which works 
on a thermostatic control and en- 
sures an even temperature fre- 
gardless of the weather outside 
the building.
